Arson Suspected 
In Dorm Fires 


HiU newspaper views with 
alarm the lncreaslngproblem of 
trash chute fires, particularly 
In Austin Peay Hall.

It seems the fires are be- 
coming coordinated, as evi¬ 
denced by the fact that within a 
few minutes of each other, fires 
were set In both the C and Dj 
sides of Austin Peay Hall aroundj 
3:00 a.m. last week. It ap¬ 
pears they are a warped effort 
by more than one person, or 
there Is pyromanlac on campus. 

Last week, this writer 
helped extinguish the C side of 
the fire with a fire extinguisher 
from the basement. It Is 
obviously an electrical fire 
from the soft drink machines 
or the laundry equipment would 
have been extremely difficult 
to put out.

Dorm Judicial Rules May 
Be Sanctuary From Justice 


The residents of the dorms 
here have been given the right to 
have cases brought before 
them. They have been given 
the right to interpret rule 
violations and to assess 
penalities. 

AND, theyhave grossly mis¬ 
interpreted the university 
rules and the rules governing 
their proceedures. 

Last Wednesday night at 
Ellington Hall there was a 
stage of showmanship rather 
than a judicial hearing. 

THE ARENA WAS GRACED 
by a person that called him¬ 
self a DEFENSE LAWYER. He 
should by the Principals And 
Procedures For The Residence 
Hall Judicial Board nevei 
been allowed to address the 
board or the people gathered 
for the hearing. 

Here are some of the pro¬ 
ceedures for a hearing that 
were violated. 

SECTION 1 under Pro¬ 
ceedures for Hie Hearing 
states: “the vice-president 
shall preside over the 
meeting.” This proceedure 
was not followed. 

Section 7d : “the Board shall • 
rule on the admissibility of I 
evidence and witnesses.” Hiel 
Board never ruled on any of 
these. 

SECTION 7F: (Hits proceed¬ 
ure was not followed to the 
point of stupidity) “Hie ac¬ 
cused has the right to chal¬ 
lenge the admissibility of any| 
evidence or witness.” The 
only time the accused even 
spoke was when he took the 
stand to testify and to answer 
roll call. 

Section 7 g: “He may cross- 
examine any witnesses.”

Yet the' 
board allowed the DEFENSE 
LAWYER to present wlt-| 
nesses not even pertinent to I 
the case. 

Section 10d : “He maychal-j 
lenge any or all charges against 
him. “The DEFENSE LAW-* ■ 


YER not only challenged the 
charges once but three times 
during the course of the hear¬ 
ing. 

SECTION lQf: “Hie accused 
may testify in his own behalr 
and may or may not have an 
ADVISER present.” The 
word adviser means just 
that- ADVISOR- by the 
present outline of Principles 
and Proceedures For Hie 
Residence Hall Judicial Board. 
During this hearing, the ad¬ 
viser took on the role of 
DEFENSE LAWYER. Hie 
board is at fault for allowing

| ' Student disruptions not expected on r-iis cpnyus... ^ 

| Chancellor Speaks On Enrollment, Budget, Disturbances,'

i this cnn 


The Tennessee Higher Edu¬ 
cation Commission projected 
our student enrollment this 
tall to be a 4,500 full time 
equivalent and 4,590 head 
count 

We achieved and slightly 
exceeded our head count pro¬ 
jection with a total enrollment 
of 4,622. However, for the 
first time In several years, we 
fell short of our projected full 
time equivalent enrollment 
with 4,360 full time equiva¬ 
lent students or 140 students 
short of the projected en¬ 
rollment 

Our students this year come 
from 67 counties In Tennes¬ 
see, 29 other states, and six 
foreign countries. As in the re¬ 
cent past more students are 
enrolled from Shelby County 
than any other county In the 
State. Our growth In Nashville 
and Davidson County also 
continues apace. 

During recent months, much 
attention has been given to the 
development of operating and 
capital budgets for the 1971— 
72 academic year. For the 
first time, the Tennessee 
Higher Education Commission 
Is proposing to allocate oper¬ 
ating funds on the basis of a 
formula. ''Our basic concern 
about this procedure Is whether 
the factors In the formula 
will discriminate against In¬ 
stitutions such as UTM that 
wish to emphasize superior 
quality undergraduate educa¬ 
tion. 

The larger state universi¬ 
ties may take advantage of 
certain cost saving devices, 
such as the extensive use of 
graduate assistants, which are 
not available to undergraduate 
institutions. Consequently, 
these schools can offer under¬ 
graduate programs, especially 
at the lower division level, 
at much less cost than we. Un¬ 
less the formula provides for 
this kind of differentiation, it 
will be difficult to secure 
through the formula funds 
necessary for a truly outstand¬ 
ing undergraduate program. 

We have argued that any 
arrangement which precludes 
adequate financing of under¬ 
graduate education will force 
all institutions to move In 
their development toward the 
comprehensive state univer¬ 
sity model with deleterious 
consequences for the institu¬ 
tions themselves, for the 
young people who need good 
quality undergraduate edu¬ 
cation, and for the people of 
the State who are called upon 
to finance a multipictty of 
inefficient graduate programs. 

At the moment, the matter Is 
very much In balance, but we 


will continue to push, with the 
help of system officers, for 
what we consider to be neces¬ 
sary financial support for 
undergraduate education. 

As most of you know, the 
Tennessee General Assembly 
will convene on January 5. n»e 
new Governor will take office 
on January 19. At this date, it 
Is Impossible to determine the 
attitude of either the legislature 
or the administration toward 
higher education, especially Its 
financing. 

However, given the generally 
negative reaction of the public 
to campus unrest and the ubi¬ 
quitous tendency to resist in¬ 
creases In taxes, it Is diffi¬ 
cult to be optimistic. On the 
positive side, the University 
administration, from the Board 
of Trustees and President Bol¬ 
ing on down, are pushing ag¬ 
gressively for more funds. 

We should note also that the 
legislators from our Immediate 
area have been strong support¬ 
ers of higher education. 

Kequests for capital outlay 
appropriations are also now 
being analyzed by the Higher 
Education Commission. Al¬ 
lhough we do not know at this 
point to what extent our re¬ 
quests may be funded, the 
proposed capital budget for 
this campus consists of the 
following projects.

IT IS ALSO believed that de¬ 
cisions made through demo¬ 
cratic processes and with 
meaningful Involvement of all 
segments of the academic com¬ 
munity, especially students and 
faculty, will be wiser and bet¬ 
ter decisions than those made 
without such involvement. 

Steps have been and will con¬ 
tinue to be taken to secure 
meaningful and effective par¬ 
ticipation of students in de¬ 
cisions which affect them. All 
administrative committees now 
have student representation. 

THIS CAMPUS was the first 
in the University of Tennessee 
system to include students on 
the University Council. Inaddi¬ 
tion, the counsel of student lead¬ 
ers is consistently sought by 
the administration through bi¬ 
weekly luncheons, retreats 
away from the campus, and oth¬ 
er scheduled and called meet¬ 
ings. Efforts are made to keep 
the decision-making processes 
open and responsive to Ideas and 
concerns of students and to fos¬ 
ter a campus atmosphere char¬ 
acterized by mutual respectand 
trust among the students and to 
foster a campus atmosphere 
characterized by mutual res¬ 
pect and trust among the stu¬ 
dents and members of the fac¬ 
ulty and staff. 

While encouraging respon¬ 
sible student participation in its 
affairs, the University believes 
that violence, disruption, and 
intimidation have no place on a 
university campus. Such con¬ 
duct is incompatible with the 
nature and purpose of a uni¬ 
versity as an educational In¬ 
stitution seeking to foster ra¬ 
tional behavior, intelligent rea¬ 
soning, and deliberative pro¬ 
cesses. 

CONSEQUENTLY, behavior 
which is illegal, which disrupts 
the educational programs of the 
University, or which interferes 
with the rights of othes will 
not be tolerated.

HE HOLDS the Master of 
Music degree from Indiana Uni¬ 
versity and an advanced profes¬ 
sional certificate from the 
Vienna Academy of Music, 


emphasis on research, the lack 
of interest in students as per¬ 
sons, and a repressive and 
stultifying campus atmosphere, 
are not serious problems on this 
campus. Here faculty interest 
in teaching and in working with 
students, both inside and outside 
the classroom, are the most 
notable characteristics of our 
campus and the sources of our 
greatest strength. It is import¬ 
ant that we continue to work 
together to sustain these char¬ 
acteristics, not because they 
will allay student unrest, but 
because they will enrich and en¬ 
hance the intellectual develop¬ 
ment of our students and assure 
their growth into thinking, car¬ 
ing, and responsible men and 
women. 


SEVERAL HAVE inquired 
about the new policy of the Board 
of Trustees regulating admis¬ 
sion to the campuses of the 
University. The intent of this 
policy is to restrict the use of 
campuses and facilities to fac¬ 
ulty, staff, students, and other 
persons who have legitimate 
reasons for being on campus. 

INDIVIDUALS WHOdo not fall 
into one of these categories will 
not be permitted on campus or 
to use University facilities. Of 
course, the policy does not pro¬ 
hibit guests of faculty or stu¬ 
dents, except that their “reg¬ 
ular or repeated use of Uni¬ 
versity facilities’’ is prohib¬ 
ited. All guests are to be reg¬ 
istered in the University Cen¬ 
ter.

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Student Government Constitution Receives Face-lifting 


Members of the Student Government have released the final 
draft of proposed changes In the Student Government Constitu¬ 
tion to be voted on In the near future. The manner of voting — 
by block vote or by individual sections — and who will vote — by 
representatives or by general student referendum — have not 
been determined. 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE 
STUDENT GOVERNMENT 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE I (General) 

1. ARTICLE I (General) Sec¬ 
tion 1. The name of this or¬ 
ganization shall be the Student 
Government of the University of 
Tennessee — Martin. 


Article I 

(proposed change) Article 1. 
Section 1. The name of this 
organization shall be the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association of 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin. 


Article II 

2. ARTICLE 2. (PRESIDEN¬ 
TIAL POWERS AND DUTIES) 
Section 2. (8) Appoint members 
of any committee he deems 
necessary within the Student 
Government. 

^Proposed change) Section 2. (8) 
Appoint members of any com¬ 
mittee he deems necessary 
within the scope of the Student 
Government Association. 

(Added) 00) Appoint any ad¬ 
ministrative assistant(S)thathe 
may deem necessary. 

00 Serve as the official rep¬ 
resentative of the UT AT MAR¬ 
TIN Student Government As¬ 
sociation. 

3. Article 2. (VICE-PRESI¬ 
DENTIAL POWERS AND 
DUTIES) Added: (5)Shall serve 
as the University Center Student 
Activities Chairman. 

4. Article 2. (SECRETARY 
OF AFFAIRS POWERS AND 
DUTIES) added: (4) Shall serve 
as the corresponding secretary 
for the Student Government As¬ 
sociation. 

5. Article 2. (SECRETARY 
OF FINANCE POWERS AND 
DUTIES) Added: (4) Shall serve 
as the Purchasing agent for the 
Student Government As¬ 
sociation. 

6. Article 2. (SECRETARY 
OF COMMUNICATIONS’ POW¬ 
ERS AND DUTIES) Delete; (2) 
Shall serve as the correspond¬ 
ing secretary for the Student 
Government Association. 

Article III 

(SENATE) 

Section 5. The Senate shall 
meet in regular session once 
each month, (proposed change) 
Section 5. The Senate shall 
meet in regular sessionatleast 
twice each month. 

(HOUSE) 

Section 3. (DELETE) No 
person shall represent an or¬ 
ganization other than the elect¬ 
ed representative. 

Section 6. The House shall 
be empowered to: 

3. Elect its own speaker. 

A. The Speaker shall 
have the power to appoint any 
committee he deems necessary. 

B. The Speaker shall have 
the power to order any com¬ 
mittee he deems necessary. 

(proposed change) 3. The 
Vice President of SGA shall 
serve as the Speaker of the 
House. 

A. The Speaker shall have 
the power to appoint any com¬ 
mittee he deems necessary. 

B. The Speaker shall have 
the power to call meetings of 
the House. 


Article IV 

ARTICLE IV. (THE JUDICIAL 
BRANCH) 

(DELETE) Section 3. (2) 
Give hearing to any student or 
organization who has brought 
discredit upon himself or the 
University of Tennessee— 
Martin or has violated any pol¬ 
icy or law of UTM or the Student 
Government and administer 
disciplinary action. 

(DELETE) Section 3. (4) 
Shall meet each week to hear 
cases and appeals. 

Section 5. TheStudentCourt 
shall have Jurisdiction to hear 
and decide all matter pertaining 
to the interpretation of this con¬ 
stitution, and any and all other 
laws or resolutions passed by 
the Student Senate and its de¬ 
cisions on such matters shall be 
final. The Student Court shall 
also have Jurisdiction over all 
matters of student discipline as 
delegated by the administration 
and its decisions shall be final 
except when the decision is dis¬ 
missal from the University. 
This Decision to dismiss a Stu¬ 
dent May be appealed to the Ad¬ 
ministrative Council of the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee—Martin. 

(proposed change) Section 5. 
The Student Court shall have 
jurisdiction to hear and decide 
all matter pertaining to the in¬ 
terpretation of this constitution, 
and any and all other laws or 
resolutions passed by the 
Student Congress and its deci¬ 
sions on such matters shall be 
final. 


Article V 

ARTICLE V. (ELECTIONS) 
Section 1. All student elec¬ 
tions shall be held under the 
supervision of an election com¬ 
mission which shall be com¬ 
posed of six (6) students and 
three (3) faculty advisers who 
shall be elected by the House of 
Representatives. The students 
who compose the commission 
shall serve on the commission 
for the remainder of their ten¬ 
ure at UTM. The faculty ad¬ 
visers shall be elected annually. 
The Commission shall elect 
their own officers. 

(proposed change) All SGA 
elections shall be held under the 
supervision of an Election Com¬ 
mission which shall be com¬ 
posed of at least ten 00) mem¬ 
bers elected by the House of 
Representatives. Faculty ad¬ 
visers shall be elected annually 
by the Election Commission. 

Section 7. A permanent Cre¬ 
dentials Committee shall be 
appointed by the Student 
Government President and ap¬ 
proved by the Student House of 
Representatives. This com¬ 


mittee shall check on the quali¬ 
fications of all candidates for 
the offices provided in the Con¬ 
stitution and ascertain im¬ 
mediately after nomination 
whether or not such persons are 
qualified to serve. In order to 
be qualified for election a can¬ 
didate must affirm his intention 
of being In attendance at UTM 
during the entire forth-coming 
year. 

(proposed change) The 
Election Commission shall 
serve as a Credentials com¬ 
mittee. They shall check on the 
qualifications of all candidates 
in SGA elections and ascertain 
immediately after nomination 
whether or not such persons are 
qualified to serve. In order to 
be qualified for election, a 
candidate must affirm his in¬ 
tention to be a full time student 
at the University during the en¬ 
tire school year in which he 
serves.

mitted until the men are seat¬ 
ed at the breakfast table. 
Breakfast is terminated at 6:30 
when the men go to their places 
of work. Quitting time is at 4:30 
when another head count is 
taken, the shower line is re¬ 
formed, mail is passed out, 
and the evening meal is serv¬ 
ed. At 6:30, the prisoners then 
walk single filed back to their 
cells and are locked in for 
the evening. "Lights out” is 
at 10 p.m. 

Depending on the particular 
Job a prisoner does, he will 
receive anywhere from three to 
six dollars a month.
